When’ President Roosevelt donated 
180 bombers to Russia, Stalin would 
not permit United States airmen to 
make delivery. Russians were sent to 
the United States, trained here, and 
flew them back. When they arrived, 
all United States marks were eliminated 
and replaced by Russian and published 
as Russian production, as also were all 
tanks, trucks, and all other war mater- 
ials supplied by the United States. 


When the surrender of the Japanese 
took place on the U.S.S. Missouri, the 
Russjans built up a photograph, show- 
ing the Russian representative signing 
the document, and published it as a 
Russian ship and that Russia won the 
Japanese war alone, whereas,‘ they 
never rendered any aid, but instead, 
stole everything in Manchuria that was 
possible. 


During the attacks on Japan, at least 
two B-29’s landed in Soviet East Asia, 
after exhausting their gasoline, but 
without damage to the planes. Per- 
sonal correspondence between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Stalin was needed 
to free the air crews... The Soviets 
seemed to wish to cause the crews to 
vanish, forgetting they had radioed 
their safe landings to their home base. 
Return of the aircraft themselves was 
also repeatedly requested. Ambassador 
Harriman was politely told they had 
been destroyed. But the American Mil- 
itary Attache at the Moscow Embassy, 
Brigadier General William Ritchie, ac- 
tually saw one of the B-29’s in opera- 
tional condition at a Soviet airfield 
near Moscow. Thus the Soviets also 
have the assistance of all our exper- 
ience up ‘to and including the B-29 
class planes, in manufacturing their 
very long stragetic bombers. 


This is another instance of their 
brazen effrontery, avarice and untruth- 
fulness. Even the foods supplied by 
UNNRA were relabeled as being sup- 
plied by Russia. 


The sending of military equipment, 
planes, and other war supplies by the 
United States and Britain to Russia, 
when their backs were against the wall, 
which enabled them to make their re- 
turn attack and so successfully drive 
back the battered German forces on 
the Eastern front, is to the credit and 
glory.of Russia, but their making such 
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deceptions show their ingratitude and 
utter disregard of international decency 
or honesty. They have exhibited no 
international cooperation toward the 
Peace of the World, but seek to impose 
their selfish desires and demands on all 
others.

In 1933, when President. Roosevelt 
made recogntion of Russia, the guar- 
antee given by the Soviet Government, 
which formed the basis of recognition, 
was, in brief: 


“The Soviet Government pledges 
itself to refrain from the dissémination 
of propaganda against the political or 
social order of the United States, or 
attempting in any way to overthrow 
American Institutions and to restrain 
any agency under direct or indirect 
Soviet control, from interfering with 
the internal affairs of this country. The 
Soviet Government expressly agrees to 
complete freedom of religious worship, 
and liberty of conscience to Americans 
temporarily or permanently residing in 
the U.S.S.R., including the use of rites 
in English, or in any other language 
customarily used, and the leasing, erect- 
ing, and maintenance of buildings for 
that purpose. A consular convention 
will be -negotiated immediately, in 
which United States citizens will have 
rights of legal protection, ‘not less fav- 
orable’ than those enjoyed by ‘Nation- 
als of the Nation most favored in this 
respect? ”’. 


We all know that NONE of these 
terms, agreements, and acts have been 
complied with, INSTEAD, they have 
been flouted and brazenly disregarded. 
The Russian Government has shown 
itself unworthy of any belief or trust. 


The United States adheres to its 
treaties and obligations. It has been 
very generous in giving and supplying 
war equipment and supplies and foods 
to Russia. It is altruistic, inasmuch as 
it has not demanded any reparations 
from any country. The United States 
citizens still have to pay the redemption 
of the 265 billions of dollars national 
debt the war has caused.
